He was chosen by ac- 
clamation, the other candidates having 
withdrawn. 


Dr. Roberts was stated clerk of the 


assembly for fourteen yeais and is 
regarded as one of the ablest and 
most popular men In the church. His 
name was presented 
by Dr. Ira 


Landrith of the Cumberland branch, 
who paid a high tribute to Rev. Dr. 
Roberts as a leader, both 
in 
the 


movement for a united church and in 
the broader field of inter-denomina- 
tional co-operation. 


The moderator announced that the 


Rev. Dr. Chailes Manton of Paris, 
Tex., would act as vice moderator. 


The keynote of Rev. Dr. Landrith's 


sermon at the devotional service was 
an appeal for concerted effort toward 
the complete union of the church. 
"The war is over," said Dr. Landrith. 
"Southern Presbyterianism, without 
our bo-operation, can never overtake 
the presbyterian possibilities and de- 
mands of the south in general and the 
southwest in particular. The southern 
church will welcome our co-operation 
and it will hasten the consummation 
BO devoutly to be wished, the ultimate 
union of the two churches. It Is fa- 
vorable acquaintance and not section 
al exclusivenesB that brings churches 
together." As to the race problem In 
the south, Dr. Landrith said: 
"The 


certain remedy for nil racial ills lies 
in the direction of good schools an< 
churches—good but racially separate 
schools— in which children are taught 
the dignity and as far as possible, the 
arts of honest toil, and good, but for 
the beat interests of all concerned 
racially separate 
congregations, in

press representatives. Orchard denied 
that he had been submitted to any 
mistreatment during his long confine- 
ment, denied that duress or force had 
been used upon him to secure the 
statements he had made and denied 
that Detective McPartland and the of- 
ficers of the state have promised him 
immunity for his confessed crime or 
reward for the value of his alleged 
confession in the hands of the state. 
Orchard's manner and conversation 
during the interview tended to strong- 
ly confirm the assertion that, he has 
been reconverted to and is deep in the 
zeal of the Christian religion. Orchard 
is perfectly sound and healthy in body, 
clear and quick of brain.
